The hou se bill provid in g for an ap­ 
propriation of $ 10,000 ad d ition al for 
in casin g battle flags of In d ian a reg­ 
imen ts, came u p for jiassage. bu t on 
the statemen t of Sen ator Netterville, 
chairman of the fin an ce committee, 
that the battle flag commission has n ot 
yet u sed all of its appropriation of two 
years ago. the con sid eration of the bill 
was postpon ed .

mighty train of American development 
has sw ept by. lea ving them sidetra ck­ 
ed, forgotten, neg lected, in the hills ot 
their adoption, an unknown people in 
the midst of a busy, ca reless nation. 
"The poorer a mong them live for the 
I most part in sma ll and spa rsely scat- 
: tered 
log cabins. 
Fa milies number 
usually ten to fifteen members, all of 
whom eat. sleep and live tog ether in 
the one room of the cabin

j mon wa sh basin outside tbe door is 
often a large stone with a hollow in 
its surfa ce, difficult to empty or to 
clean. 
To this each user contributes 
j fds sha re of germs. 
Ha ng ing next to 
it is the large fa mily towel, which is 
on duty for da ys in succession. 


Live In W indowless Cabins. 


“ Cabins ha ve no windows at all or 
small ones a t best, and all opening s 
are scrupulously closed a t night in the 
winter time. 
Ventilation is of the 
poorest at any time. 
Close interma r­ 
riage. lack of even rudimentary sa ni­ 
tation and monotonous, ill suited diet 
predispose children to many ills, in- 
j eluding tuberculosis and other infec­ 
tious disea ses. Ring worm of the scalp, 
uncorrected defects of vision, a denoids 
and enlarged tonsils and hookw*orm in- 
. fection are common. 
The unkempt 
and neglected condition of these chil­ 
dren is pitiable. 
Many are menta lly 
j backward and defective. 
The typical 
mountaineer, however, is usua lly intel 
! lig ent and wide au*ake even thoug h il- 
i literate. 
“ The social and economic needs of 
these mounta ineers of Kentucky Ten- 


j nessee. Carolina and Virginia are be­ 
ginning to be recognized. 
But it has 
remained for Dr. J ohn McMullen of 
the federal public health service to call I 
a ttention to a most serious da ng er now 
mena cing them 
In a recent investig a ­ 
tion lie found trachoma present to an 
a larming and unsuspected degree and 
the blindness and defective vision re 
suiting from it responsible for an in­ 
ca lcula ble impairment of social, eco­ 
nomic and intellectual efficiency. 


Trachoma a Communicable 111. 


"Trachoma is a communica ble dis- i 
ea se of the eyelids which, if untreated, 
usually 
prog resses to 
blindness and 
practically a lw a ys ca uses interference 
with vision. 
Among 4.000 persons ex­ 
amined Dr. McMullen found that 500, 
or HPo per c e n t had trachoma. 
From 
3 to IS per cent of the school children 
were affected.

Suffer Most. 
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the ca ses receive no trea tment, and 
ea ch ea se becomes a local focus of con­ 
tagion. 
It a ppea rs tha t the disea se 
must 
he of long sta nding in 
these 
mounta ins and tha t it is g etting pro­ 
g ressively worse. 
“ Tra choma is chronic and persistent. 
Trea tment for it must be long continu­ 
ed and carried on with unremitting 
care. 
To prevent its sprea d a mong the 
southern mounta ineers Dr. McMullen 
empha sizes the need of a ca mpa ig n to 
show 
the 
importa nce 
of sanita tion, 
frsh air, clean homes and persona! hy­ 
giene. 
Stereopticon lectures in public 
buildings and schools will help 
Visit­ 
ing nurses and social workers are need­ 
ed to preach the gospel of sa nita tion in 
the 
individual 
home. 
Other 
social 
a g encies must be organized to include 
the entire affected territory. 
Especial­ 
ly a mong school children ca ses of tra­ 
choma 
should 
be 
isolated. 
Schools 
must be properly lighted and ventilated. 


Need of Public Clinics. 
"Actual ca re and cure of existing 
ca ses offer the g rea test problem. 
Pub­ 
lic clinics oug ht to be esta blished sim ­ 
ilar to tbe one now conducted by Dr. 
J. A. Stncky under the a uspices of the 
VV. C. T. U. settlem ent school a t Hind­ 
man. Ky. 
Mova ble field hospita ls in 
connection w*ith these clinics could a f­ 
ford surgical trea tment to ca ses requir­ 
ing it. 
The sa m e ca ses and territory 
should be covered periodically by dis­ 
trict visiting nurses 
Great pa tience 
and long continued effort, a s well a s 
much money, will be needed to era di­ 
ca te trachoma from these mountains. 
But with persevera nce and enthusia sm 
the task can !>e a ccomplished. 
"Trachoma has been found most de­ 
structive a m ong tbe American Indians, 
particularly a m ong those lea ding a res­ 
ervation life 
In som e of tbe reserva ­ 
tions in the southw est trachoma is 
found in <>5 per cent of the Indians. 
Over (>,000 
Indians were treated in 
1911 
for tra choma , a nd a t the tra ­ 
choma hospital of the Indian service 
at Phoenix. Ariz.. over 800 were oper­ 
ated upon and treated. 


Diseases of Alaskan Indians. 


"Dr. M. H. Foster in a report to the 
secreta ry of the trea sury on J an. 23 
sta ted tha t o f 1,304 Ala ska n na tives 
exa mined by him 15.0 per cent bad 
some eye trouble, and 7.2 per cent 
j from all pa rts of Ala ska suffered from 
j trachoma. 
In some sections of the 
! southwestern 
portion of Alaska 
the 
disea se wa s present in 25 per cent of 
the 
na tive 
population. 
Dr 
Foster 
urged the g rea t need of a g overnment 
home for blind na tives in Alaska and 
the provision of some tra de or occupa ­ 
tion to relieve their present pitiful con­ 
dition. 
"Among immig ra nts 2,504 ca ses of 
trachoma were certified in the fiscal 
yea r 1911. 
At Ellis island a lone 718 
ca ses were certified. 
Considering the 
pitiful conditions into which the dis­ 
ea se throws its victims, the serious ex­ 
tent to which it is a lrea dy preva lent 
in the country and its economic and 
social menace, effort to prevent the 
entra nce of new ca ses and the esta b­ 
lishment of new foci o f conta g ion be­ 
comes impera tive. 
"Trachoma has been shown to be a 
public health problem of national con­ 
cern. 
Prompt, persistent and energ etic 
mea sures must be undertaken by local, 
sta te and nationa l health officers to 
check its further sprea d and to era di­ 
ca te it u*here it is already present.”

This 
was the result of a charge that Wil­ 
liam E. Clark, a friend of Governor 
Sulzer and secretary of the p robe com­ 
mittee, had tried to influence Dr. Rus­ 
sell and Dr. Jam es May, the p resident 
of the state hosp ital committee, to 
give H arry Thaw his freedom. 
Thaw can only be released up on a 
sup reme court order or through a cer­ 
tificate signed by Dr. Russell that he 
has recovered his mental balance. 
It is this certificate of recovery 
which Dr. Russell says an attem p t was 
made to bribe him to give. 
Governor Sulzer said that Dr. May 
saw’ him a week or ten days ago and 
said that Dr. Russell had been endeav­ 
oring to get Dr. May to use his influ­ 
ence toward rl haw’s release. The gov 
ernor told Dr. May that no one w a s 
authorized to use his name in connec­ 
tion with the Thaw' case, and then 
sent for Mr. Clark. 
“Mr. Clark denied that he had been 
using my nam e in connection with the 
Thaw case.” said the governor, “and 
I let it go at that.” 
W hen Governor Sulzer's attention 
was called to the fact that Dr. Russell 
could not rem em ber the nam e of the 
lawyer who attem p ted to bribe him. he 
said: 
“Dr. Russell ought to be comp elled 
to disclose the name.” 
John 1!. Delaney, one of the mem­ 
bers of the p robe committee, and Mr. 
Clark stated that a Jewish lawyer of 
New York city had $ 25,000 to give Dr 
Russell and that $ 20,000 had been 
given to Dr. Russell up on condition 
th at Thaw would be released before 
the end of December last.

goes on that when Governor Sulzer as 
sumed office in January Thaw had not 
been released and that Dr. Russell re­ 
turned $ 11,000 to the Thaws through 
Detective Hoffman of Poughkeep sie, 
according to Mr. Clark.

could be learned, neither Mr. Clark 
nor the m em bers of the p robe commit­ 
tee yet know the nam e of the Nev.
